survival, ['m not relating to the sur¬ 
vival of a race or grotip of people as 
is the concern of revolutionaries, buc 
t am refecring in this case co indivi¬ 
du al survival. 

What then is the reason for even 
dealing wich the deaths of these four 
pigs since it cannot be labeled Vrev- 
olutionary 1 or as having been done in 
the 'service of the people 1 ,,„the rea¬ 
son is stmple enough, The deaths of 
these four pigs and especially their 
dying in this manner should point out 
the fallacy of the * superman' image 
of the pigs and the plausibilicy of deal¬ 
ing with them in such .1 manner in 
the interest of the masses and the 
liberation of the oppressed people of 
Baby ion. 

The pigs have always tried to matn- 
tain an image of being 'indestntctable/' 
In the past wh ene ver there wereshoot- 
outs or confrontations herween the 
pigs and the people, there was never 
any pig killed, one never died even in 
the face of such over-whelming evi- 
dence that no one could have lived.

When, in the course of human evenls, Ll becomes necessary for cme 
people to dissolvc the polilical bands which have connected them with 
another, and to sssume, among the powt-rs of the èarth. the separate and 
equal stalion to w^htch ibe laws of nature and naturq's God entitle them, a 
decenl respect to ihc opinions J of mankind requires thal they should declare 
the causes which impei them to the sepsralion 
We hold these irulhs ïo be self-evident, Lhal alt men are crealed equal; 
tbat ihey are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienablc nghls; 
that among these are life, Liberty, and ihe pursuit of happiness. That, to
